McKINLEYVILLE/AR-

The Hammond Bridge has 
been perched above the Mad 
River for seven decades and is 
under constant assault by the 
ocean air. Corrosion is eating 
away at the structure. At the 
current rate of rust, county 
official estimate the structure 
may be unsafe in a decade or 
less. 

Back in 1997, the county 
looked into repairing and re- 
painting the bridge, but doing 
so was deemed cost prohibi- 
tive. Complicating matters is 
the lead paint on the bridge. 
In order to sand blast the 
bridge, the entire structure 
would need to be wrapped in 
a big diaper to prevent paint 
chips from falling into the

Before that she worked for other farm- 
ers and was the market person. 

“Our first year we had a little table 
with baskets of barley,” she said. “now 
we do veggies, chickens and eggs.” 

While their chickens are not cer- 
tified organic, they are fed entirely 
organic feed. “We supplement with 
homegrown oats,” she explained, 
“and they are moved onto fresh pas- 
ture every other day.” 

Shakefork Farm now has a sheep 
herd and will be “offering lamb this 
year,” Cunningham said. “It will be 
a process,” she added. “We want to 
make sure we can handle the animals 
in a drought.” 

The Cunninghams are also raising 
future farmers by taking on appren- 
tices. “They come from all over the 
states,” she said. Apprenticeships 
run from “sun-up the first Monday in 
April through the second Sunday in 
December,” according to the farm’s 
website.

Company to make wocd pellets

SAMOA - The future is 
starting to take shape for 
the former Samoa pulp 
mill site. With the EPA 
cleanup nearly done, com- 
patible tenants are start- 
ing to emerge. The latest 
is Samoa Wood Pellets 
LLC, which was awarded 
an exclusive right to nego- 
tiate from the Humboldt 
Bay Harbor, Recreation 
and Conservation District 
during the commission’s 
May 28 meeting. 

The agreement means 
that the two parties have 
90 days to agree on terms 
of a lease, although Har- 
bor District Commissioner 
Greg Dale indicated that 
he did not anticipate any 
hang-ups. “The project 
feels right and I believe 
it has legs,” Dale said. “I 
imagine there will be some 
minor changes to the lease 
but I’m optimistic that it 
will move quickly.” 

The Henderson, Neva- 
da-based company plans 
to utilize the former mill’s 
31,000 square-foot ma- 
chine room, as well as 
dock space. Commission- 
er Richard Marks, who 
worked in the machine 
room for 10 years, said 
that the company plans 
on investing $35 million 
into the project. He also 
said that it could bring in 
nine cargo ships per year, 
“which is huge,” as well as 
creating 30 permanent po- 


sitions. 

The company will be a 
zero-emissions operation, 
and will use natural gas 
to dry the wood pellets. 
“It’s an almost perfect fit,” 
Marks said. 

The commission also 
approved a lease to Coast 
Seafoods for space at the 
site during the meeting. 
Coast plans on raising 
baby oysters, or spats, at 
the site, and will be sim- 
ilar to the operation that 
Taylor Mariculture already 
has there. Between the 
three new ventures, “We'll 
be able to approach 100 
new jobs,” Marks said. 

Also at the meeting, 
the commission approved 
rates for fishermen to use 
the district’s hoist to off- 
load fish at Woodley Is- 
land. 

“The fishermen seemed 
to be overwhelmingly sup- 
portive,” Marks said. “It 
just makes sense. There’s 
mutual benefit.” The rates 
are 25 cents-per-pound for 
bottom fish, albacore, and 
shellfish, 50 cents for crab, 
and 75 cents for salmon. 

The commission also 
appointed Commissioner 
Marks and Commissioner 
Aaron Newman to a two- 
on-two working group 
with Eureka City Coun- 
cilmembers. 

“Hopefully we can have 
a fairly positive discussion 
so we can keep up a spirit 
of cooperation,” Newman 
said. 
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New gym, performing center coming soon

ARCATA/McKINLEYVILLE — Arcata High School’s 
Fine Arts Facility project and McKinleyville Middle 
School’s new gym are less than a year away from comple- 
tion. They will be the largest school construction projects 
funded by bonds from Measure Q and Measure C. 

Students at Arcata High will get a crack at the re- 
modeled and expanded Fine Arts Facility in 2016, while 
McKinleyville Middle School students will break in a new 
gym by the start of fall semester. 

Construction on the McKinleyville Middle School gym 
will finish sometime in mid-August this year, before stu- 
dents return to school Aug. 31 according to McKinleyville 
Union School District (MUSD) Superintendent Michael 
Davies-Hughes. 

The McKinleyville Middle School gym was mostly fund- 
ed by Measure C, a measure passed in 
2008 which sold $14 million in district 
bonds to provide MUSD funds for school 
repairs and improvements. The gym is 
the last project funded by Measure C and 
also the most expensive. Davies-Hughes 
said the district did not have enough left 
over from Measure C in 2014 to fund the 
original $5 million gym design. 


Michael 
Davies- MUSD cut the cost of construction 
Hughes to $2.9 million, and raised an addition- 


al $120,000 for the project by selling 3.1 
acres of school district property on Washington Avenue 
in McKinleyville. Locker rooms were eliminated from the 
gym design completely, but a metal frame was installed in 
one wall for a future stage. 

The gym will be 10,400 square feet with electric folding 
bleachers to seat 500 people and a hardwood floor rather 
than a modern rubber sports floor. Davies-Hughes said 
the finish date is still uncertain because wood floorboards 
for the gym must be acclimated to the wet Humboldt air 
to prevent warping. 

“Sports floors are easier to maintain but the hardwood 
looks much more attractive,” Davies-Hughes said. 

Davies-Hughes said the district hopes to host sports 
tournaments in the gym, and in the future build a stage 
addition for drama and music performances. Currently the 
three schools in the McKinleyville Union School District do 
not have a dedicated gym and must host events in cafeteria 
multi-purpose rooms, the McKinleyville Activity Center at 
Pierson Park, and the McKinleyville High School gym. 

“The community has been looking forward to this for a 
long time,” Davies-Hughes said.

Arcata High’s Fine Arts Facility is scheduled to finish 
about six months after the McKinleyville gym. For now 
the building is bare wooden walls and empty stages. 

North Humboldt Union High School District 
(NHUHSD) Superintendent Chris Hartley said that 
frames have been built for the facility’s stage and interior 
classrooms and the remodel is ahead of schedule. 

“We've been looking at [the theater] on paper, so it’s 
exciting to see it take shape,” Hartley said. 

The remodel adds 10,571 square feet on the original 
building to make 22,467 square feet 
in total. 

It adds a choir room, rehearsal 
rooms, an expanded orchestra stage 
with space for a 70- to 80-person or-

have panels in its walls and ceiling 
set at angles to reflect or dampen sound and direct sound 
towards the audience. 

“The acoustics are gonna be awesome,” Pierce said. 

The Fine Arts facility remodel costs $7.2 million. It 
is the most expensive project funded by Measure Q, a 
$25.8 million bond measure for Arcata and McKinleyville 
schools raised by a property tax increase. NHUHSD proj- 
ect Executive Director David Lonn said construction costs 
for the remodel are within budget, and the total has not 
changed. The Fine Arts Facility could open as early as Jan- 
uary or February 2016.

Peace ship launching 


VETERANS FOR PEACE 

SAMOA - After a four-year restoration in the Zerlang 
& Zerlang Marine Services boat yard, the 1956, 30 -foot 
wooden sailing ketch Golden Rule — the original peace 
vessel — will be christened and launched back into the 
waters of Humboldt Bay on Saturday, June 20. 

Northern California Veterans for Peace Chapters 22 and 
56 members joined together to form the VFP Golden Rule 
Project in an effort to salvage and restore the vessel after 
she sank at the dock. A grand public ceremony is planned 
with keynote speak- 
ers and a traditional 
maritime launching 
at the Zerlang boat 
yard, 1493 Fay St. in 
Samoa. 

The Golden Rule is 
the very first of the en- 
vironmental and peace 
vessels to go to sea. 
In 1958, a crew of an- 
ti-nuclear weapons activists set sail aboard her in an attempt 
to interpose themselves and the boat between the U.S. gov- 
ernment and its atmospheric testing of nuclear weapons in 
the Marshall Islands in the Pacific Ocean. 

During the launching ceremony, the vessel will be 
christened by Sally Willowbee, daughter of an original 
Golden Rule crew member and by Shigeko Sasamori, a 
1945 Hiroshima bombing survivor. 

After launching, the Golden Rule will transit via a flo- 
tilla of vessels to the Humboldt State University Aquatic 
Center in Eureka, where the celebration continues from 
5 to 8 pm. Tours of the vessel will be given along with 
slide shows and an oral history session will take place.

McKINLEYVILLE — The 
McKinleyville Community 
Services District Board of 
Directors may take a final 
vote tonight, June 3 on 
raising sewer rates, assum- 
ing that it doesn’t receive 
protests from more than 
half its customers. 

The meeting begins 
at 7 p.m. at Azalea Hall, 
1620 Pickett Road, McKin- 
leyville. 

If the increase is ap- 
proved, sewer rates in 
McKinleyville would near- 
ly double over the next five 
years to pay for the con- 
struction and operation of 
a new wastewater treat- 
ment plant. 

The rates would increase 
the average single-family 
household’s bill by about 
92 percent over five years.

start July 1. A single family 
residence using 800 cubic 
feet of water a month would 
see the sewer portion of its 
bill go up from the current 
$29.40 a month to $36.55, 
an increase of $7.06. After- 
ward, the yearly increases 
would be $6.98 in 2016, 
$3.75 in 2017, $4.61 in 
2018 and $4.77 in 2019. 
By July 2019, the sewer 
portion of the bill would 
be $56.66, an increase of 
$27.17 compared to the 


current charge. 

The rate hikes would pay 
for a $17 million upgrade at 
the Wastewater Treatment 
Plant at Hiller Park, along 
with the increased costs of 
operating the facility. The 
additional revenues would 
also pay for other sewer 
infrastructure improve- 
ments and would main- 
tain healthy reserve funds, 
which is a requirement of 
the low-interest loan ob- 
tained by the MCSD to fi- 
nance the project. 

In raising the rates, the 
district has to follow the 
requirements of Prop. 218, 
which allows ratepayers to 
protest the increase and 
halt it if they can muster 
enough opposition. The 
MCSD would need to re- 
ceive written protests from 
people representing more 
than 50 percent of the af- 
fected parcels in town.

McKINLEYVILLE — The idea of cre- 
ating a town center in McKinleyville re- 
ceived a warm welcome last week from the 
McKinleyville Municipal Advisory Com- 
mittee (McKMAC). 

However, proponents of a town center 
were warned that they need to be patient 
— the process is going to take a long time. 

Members of the McKinleyville Organiz- 
ing Committee (MOC) attended the May 
27 meeting of the McKMAC, asking the ad- 
visory committee to support the concept. 
The McKMAC voted unanimously in favor 
of a town center. 

The idea of creating a town center has 
been around for decades. Proponents say 
they want a mixed use area with homes 
and shops in a walkable area, located 
roughly between Hiller Road and Railroad 
Drive, and McKinleyville Avenue and Pier- 
son Park. 

The town center is designated in the 
McKinleyville Community Plan, the town’s 
main planning document. 


The next step in the process is the cre- 
ation of an ordinance, which would outline 
specific building requirements for the cen- 
ter. 

“We're not here to tell you what the 
town center would look like. That’s a pub- 
lic process,” MOS member Bonnie Mc- 
Gregor told the McKMAC. 

McKMAC member Craig Tucker said 
that it’s important that a blueprint be de- 
veloped outlining how the town center 
should be built. Otherwise, development 
will be piecemeal, he said. In some areas 
of McKinleyville “it looks like somebody 
took a bucket of houses and dumped them 
in some places.” 

“If we don’t as a community plan 
it, someone will plan it for us,” Tucker 
warned. 

McKMAC member Greg Orsini told 
MOS members to prepare for a long jour- 
ney. “The process of creating an ordinance 
is going to take a very long time,” he said. 

“Don’t get discouraged because this 
is going to take longer than a couple of 
months,” Orsini said. 


County pursues ‘community choice’ power arrangement

HUMBOLDT — After learn- 
ing that buying and selling pow- 
er could reduce residents’ ener- 
gy bills and feed money into the 
county’s General Fund, the Board 
of Supervisors is considering go- 
ing into the energy business. 

The benefits of forming a 
Community Choice Aggregation 
(CCA) were described at the May 
27 Board of Supervisors meet- 
ing. Matt Marshall, the executive 
director of the Redwood Coast 
Energy Authority (RCEA), said 
that forming a CCA — a local gov- 
ernment power-buying agency — 
could reduce electricity rates by 
two percent, saving the commu- 
nity $2 million across the board. 

The program wouldn’t be man- 
datory and residents would “opt 
in” to it. 

Marin and Sonoma counties 
have formed CCAs, with Sonoma 
offering 33 percent renewable 
energy and rates that are seven 
percent lower than those of the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company 
(PG&E). 

Marshall said CCAs allow com- 


munities to make their own deci- 
sions on aspects like rates and re- 
newable energy use. He described 
having lower rates than PG&E 
and at least comparable use of 
renewable energy sources as “top 
priorities” of a local power pro- 
curement program. 

Upon _ start-up, matching 
PG&E’s level of renewable ener- 
gy would be an acceptable goal, 
said Marshall. As the program 
proceeds, it could focus on “how 
we can support local projects, 
how can we support local biomass 
plants, how can we look at doing 
more local renewables and im- 
plementing a community-driven 
vision,” he continued. 

Marshall said that after the 
RCEA reviews proposals, a pro- 
gram could be developed and 
launched by next spring. But 
there are various ways to admin- 
istrate a local program. 

ACCA can be led by the county 
using local staffing. Other choic- 
es are to have the RCEA as lead 
agency or to contract with a pri- 
vate company that would admin- 
istrate the power-buying. 

California Clean Power is one 
such company. Its representative, 
former North Coast Congressman 


Douglas Bosco, said he and the 
company’s staff were involved in the 
Marin and Sonoma CCA start-ups 
and learned from the experience. 

Bosco said the process of co- 
ordinating the participation of 
municipalities and _ evaluating 
bureaucratic conditions took too 
long. “We wasted too much time 
and it was too much organization- 
ally oriented and not ‘get it done’ 
oriented,” he continued. 

Bosco said that if the county 
leads a CCA and contracts with 
California Clean Power, the com- 
pany would guarantee minimum 
customer rate savings of three 
percent and would pay the county 
an annual $2 million fee. A mini- 
mum 33 percent renewable ener- 
gy level would also be guaranteed. 

But Supervisor Mark Lovelace 
said the RCEA would be the ap- 
propriate agency to consider as 
the lead, since energy is its per 
view and it includes the county 
and cities. Other supervisors were 
interested in having the county 
act as a lead and consider a con- 
tract with California Clean Power. 

Bosco said timing is important, 
because his company would seek 
a five- to 10-year contract and 
buy power now, as prices have re- 


duced. He said that a CCA start- 
up could happen this winter if his 
company was contracted. 
Supervisor Virginia Bass said 
that while it would “be nice to 
know if there’s buy-in from other 
communities,” having the county 
take the lead “is not competing 
with the RCEA — it’s another way 
to get us to the same place.” 
Board Chair Estelle Fennell de- 
scribed the county as an appropri- 
ate lead agency. “Humboldt Coun- 
ty prides itself on being cutting 
edge with regard to alternative 
energy and this is a chance for the 
county to lead the way,” she said. 
Lovelace noted that a feasi- 
bility study by California Clean 
Power hadn’t been submitted in 
time for board consideration. He 
supported having RCEA explore 
the options and made a motion 


to that effect. Bass seconded the 
motion but then withdrew it after 
further discussion. 

Supervisor Rex Bohn said hav- 
ing the energy authority lead a 
program would “add another lay- 
er” to the process, reducing the 
county’s revenue. 

Supervisor Ryan Sundberg, the 
countys RCEA representative, 
agreed and said the RCEA can 
still be involved if the county pur- 
sues a contract. 

His motion to refer a sample 
contract with California Clean 
Power to staff and make a pre- 
sentation on it to the RCEA board 
was unanimously approved. 

The county’s presentation 
to the RCEA will be on June 15 
and the contract proposal will be 
re-considered by supervisors at 
their June 23 meeting.

center is managed. Rather than having the 
utility district run the resource center, they 
want Redwood Coast Montessori to run the 
program. 

The school leases six classrooms at the 
center, along with office and storage space, 
from the Manila CSD. Proponents of having 
the school run the resource center say that 
school management is better positioned to 
improve and expand the programs offered 
by the resource center. 

The arrangement might also allow the 
elementary school to add middle school 
students because it could utilize some of 
the space now used by resource center, 
which is now independent of RCM. 

When residents and other attendees at 
the “visioning” meetings were polled about 
the proposal, they were about equally di- 
vided, with about half in favor of the change 
and half against it. 

At the May 21 Manila CSD board meet- 
ing, the board was also divided. 

“Aw geezel’ 

Director Selena Kahle submitted a scath- 
ing six-page letter urging the board to not 
turn over the center to RCM. Kahle char- 
acterized the school as being disengaged 
from the community. 

“...During the three years that RCM has 
been there, they have taken no interest in 
participating in activities or events nor re- 
ferring parents or children to the resource 
center programs. Even after continual invi- 
tations,” wrote Kahle, who was the director 
of the Manila Resource Center before she 
was elected to the board. 

Kahle also questioned Manila CSD Man- 
ager Chris Drop’s abilities, recommending 
“that we discuss and take action regarding 
the general manager’s ability, or lack of abil- 
ity, to manage our non-enterprise programs 
and assets during our ongoing, closed ses- 
sion, evaluation of the general manager and 
make a decision regarding this in conjunc- 


tion with his 3-year contract.” 

Kahle asked to read her six-page letter 
out loud at the meeting, but at first was re- 
buffed by Director Jan Bramlett, who said it 
would take too long. With Board Chair John 
Woolley absent, Bramlett served as the chair 
and ran the meeting. Bramlett ultimately 
agreed to give Kahle five minutes, so she 
read her letter. 

When Bramlett’s timer went off after 
five minutes, Director Dendra Dengler an- 
nounced that she would use her own five 
minutes to continue reading where Kahle 
left off, prompting one audience member 
to exclaim, “Aw geez!” 

A return to recreation? 

The letter also urged directors to rename 
the position of program director for the 
community resource center to recreation 
manager, and to form a parks and recre- 
ation commission. The idea is to have the 
district offer recreation programs. 

The district ran recreation programs, in- 
cluding surf camps and swimming lessons, 
years ago. However, the programs some- 
times ran up deficits and were criticized for 
being mismanaged. 

After Manager Chris Drop was hired 
in 2008, the recreation programs were 
phased out. Those recreation programs 
were run by Bev Prosser, who is a member 
of a new group called Voices of the Penin- 
sula, which advocates for the Manila CSD 
to offer recreation programs. Dengler is 
also a member of Voices. 

Division in the community 

After Dengler finished reading Kah- 
le’s letter, Director Joy Dellas responded 
“There’s a faction out here that wants to 
return to the past — the good ole past — and 
they’re afraid of change.” 

Some community members have ex- 
pressed concerns that RCM is trying to take 
over the Community Center and edge out 
the resource center. 

Director Bramlett said that there’s a 


group in Manila spreading rumors and try- 
ing to split the community. 

“T think there’s a faction in this commu- 
nity that wants to build the division and 
wants to promote this thing as the ‘gen- 
trifiers want the Montessori school and 
the poor people are going to get screwed,” 
Bramlett said. “That’s very unfortunate. I 
don’t see that as being the case here.” 

Bramlett said the school and the re- 
source center can grow together with better 
management. 

Director Dengler disagreed with the 
characterization that people don’t want 
change. Dengler then spoke about recre- 
ation programs that used to be offered by 
the district. 

Building repair 

When asked about what she thought 
about the proposed changes to the program, 
Family Resource Center Director Carole 
Wolfe said she was “on the fence.” She said 
she didn’t have enough information to de- 
cide whether it was a good move or not. 

Wolfe also informed the board that Ar- 
cata Rotary needs a letter from the district 
committing the old house-like structure at 
the center to the family resource program. 
The club is willing to volunteer to fix up the 
dilapidated building, but wants to make 
sure it will be used by the resource center. 

The board voted 3-0, with Dendra re- 
cusing herself from the vote, to approve the 
letter, which states that the resource and 
the school will share the building. Dendra 
lives close enough to the center that vot- 
ing on issues involving the center could be 
deemed a conflict of interest. 

The board moved on to other topics, 
prompting some of the 30 or so audience 
members to assume that the “visioning” 
topic was over, so several people left. 

Later in the meeting, this issue was re- 
visited. 

Awkward moment 
After more discussion. Director Bram- 


lett made a motion to have the district de- 
velop a memorandum of understanding 
with RCM to manage the resource center. 
The motion was seconded by Dellas. 

Kahle, however, questioned the need 
for this change. “I’m not interested in this 
until I see more evidence from the general 
manager why the district doesn’t want to 
continue managing [the resource center],” 
Kahle said. 

This created an awkward moment. In her 
letter, which was read earlier in the meet- 
ing, she had called into question Drop’s 
ability to manage the resource center. 

Drop wondered aloud why Kahle wanted 
the program to continue to be managed by 
someone who she claims is unable to man- 
age it. 

“It makes me question why there’s such 
an appeal to the district to continue man- 
aging it, or is itjust me?” Drop said. 

“I find it concerning that there’s a lot of 
criticisms — open criticism against man- 
agement — but yet this district should con- 
tinue to manage the resource center,” Drop 
said. “I can’t make that connection without 
looking past at other chapters or motives.” 

Kahle then appeared to backtrack on her 
criticism of the manager, saying, “It has not 
been my experience that you lack the abili- 
ty to manage.” 

Kahle noted that the district has man- 
aged the resource center for about 20 years 
and wondered why that needed to now 
change. 

“I can assure you that this district has 
managed it well since its inception,” Drop 
responded. But the school, Drop said, could 
probably do a better job. 

Drop warned Bramlett that the agen- 
da for the meeting didn’t indicate that the 
board would take a vote on who should 
manage the resource center. 

Rather, the board was supposed to re- 
ceive the results of the visioning workshops 
and discuss the issue. Bramlett withdrew 
her motion. 

The issue will be discussed more at a fu- 
ture Manila CSD meeting. 
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Warren trial combines charges

HUMBOLDT — Humboldt County 
Superior Court Judge Timothy Ciss- 
na denied a defense motion 
May 27 for separate mur- 
der trials for suspect Jason 
Anthony Warren, who is 
charged with one count of 
murdering a Hoopa wom- 
an and three counts for a 
subsequent hit-and-run in 
Eureka that fatally injured a 
Humboldt State University 
geography instructor and 
gravely injured her two ear- 
ly-morning jogging companions. 

The defense argued that the only 
overlap in the two 2012 cases was the 
use of the same motor vehicle, a Kia 
sedan allegedly stolen from the Hoo- 
pa victim, Dorothy Ulrich, 47. Fur- 
ther, the defense argued, the two cas- 
es were investigated separately, the

Hoopa case by the Humboldt Coun- 
ty Sheriffs Department and Hoopa 
Tribal Officers, the Eureka case on 
Old Arcata Road by the CHP. 

But District Attorney Mag- 
gie Fleming countered that 
the evidence in both instances 
was comprehensively inter- 
locked: a single suspect al- 
legedly committed his crimes 
within two hours of each other 
with the same stolen vehicle. 

The second victim, Suzanne 
Seeman, mother of two, died 
at the scene on Old Arcata 
Road, where Warren is alleged 
to have deliberately struck the three 
female joggers in the early morning of 
Sept. 27, 2012. The two survivors are 
Jessica Hunt and Terri Vroman-Little. 

Warren’s pre-trial hearing is sched- 
uled for June 30 at 3:30 p.m. The trial 
is tentatively slated for August, with 
Fleming prosecuting. 


Idaho man drowns in Trinity River

BIG ROCK - A 27-year-old visitor from Boi- 
se, Idaho died on Monday, May 25 after drown- 
ing in the Trinity River. The Humboldt County 
Sheriffs Office received a report at about 6:15 
p.m. regarding a possible male drowning vic- 
tim in the Trinity River near Big Rock, Hoopa. 

When deputies arrived on scene they coor- 
dinated with the Hoopa Tribal Volunteer Fire 
Department, Willow Creek Volunteer Fire De- 
partment, Hoopa Valley Tribal Police Depart- 
ment, Salyer Volunteer Fire Department, and 
the United States Forest Service, who arrived 
on scene to assist in the rescue efforts. Hoopa 
Valley Volunteer Search and Rescue deployed 
their river boats onto the Trinity River to look 
for the victim. A United States Coast Guard he- 
licopter was also used to fly the river looking 
for the victim. 

Deputies spoke to two male friends of the 
victim, who told them what had occurred. 

The two friends stated that their friend, 
identified as Brian K. Hone, jumped into the 
river and immediately called out for help be- 


cause of the strong river current. The two 
friends said both of them immediately jumped 
into the river to rescue their friend. They said 
they were able to reach the victim, who was al- 
ready unconscious in the water. 

One of the friends said he had the victim on 
his back while he was swimming against the 
current. The victim slipped off his back and 
went under water and did not surface. They 
said they both almost drowned trying to res- 
cue their friend because of the strong current. 
Both of the friends were able to then get out 
of the river. 

Search and rescue units looked for the vic- 
tim until darkness, but were unable to locate 
him. Search and Rescue units returned to the 
river May 26 to attempt to locate the victim. 
At 2:20 p.m. the deceased victim was located 
by citizens, who were assisting in the search 
effort. The victim was located in the Trinity 
River near the rodeo grounds in Hoopa. The 
Humboldt County Coroner’s Office is currently 
responding to the scene to take possession of 
the victim’s body.

The total 
volume and weight of material cannot 
exceed two cubic yards or 500 pounds of 
material per pickup, and no single item 
can weigh more than 200 pounds. 

Bulky waste pick up can be used 
for items too large to be disposed of 
through Arcata Garbage’s weekly collec- 
tion service such as furniture, carpets, 
mattresses, household appliances like 
refrigerators, ranges, washers, dryers, 
water heaters, and dishwashers. For 
refrigerators, freon removal fees will be 
charged to the customer’s account. 

Residential customers can also use 


the bulky goods collection service to 
dispose of single item construction de- 
bris, doors, toilets, sinks, plumbing fix- 
tures, up to nine tires, up to two cubic 
yards of bundled green waste and lawn 
mowers. 

Please drain the oil and fuel from 
lawnmowers before setting them out 
for pickup. 

Businesses cannot use the bulky 
goods collection service to dispose of 
commercial waste. The service also can- 
not be used to dispose of soil, dirt, brick, 
concrete, asphalt, construction and 
demolition debris, auto parts, hazard- 
ous waste electronics and refuse suit- 
able for regular solid waste collection.

the presidency. 

President McKinley and 
the two genocides are apples 
and oranges. For 
this reason alone, 
it’s a relief that the 
proposed plaque 
was narrowly shot 
down May 24 by 
the Arcata City 
Council. But the 
vote was close, and 
this issue could 
come back, so let’s 
review why it’s a bad idea. 

Besides being nonsen- 
sical by connecting a pres- 
ident with events he had 
zero involvement with, the 
proposed plaque is poorly 
written, misleading, full of 
omissions and hasn’t been 
carefully researched or vet- 
ted by historians. 

One version of the 
plaque’s language suggest- 
ed that McKinley’s assas- 
sin killed the president to 
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stop the “violent expansion 
of U.S. Imperialism.” That 
doesn’t jibe with the histori- 
cal record. By most 
accounts, Leon 
Frank = _Czolgosz 
was a deeply dis- 
turbed man who 
killed the presi- 
dent for several 
muddled reasons, 
ranging from in- 
come inequality to 
a desire to change 
the government’s structure. 
Putting an end to imperial- 
ism, however, was not one 
of Czolgosz’s stated goals. 
Let’s not make a plaque 
providing a false moral jus- 
tification for a cold-blooded 
assassination. 

Different versions of the 
plaque text condemn the 
United States for its imperial- 
ist past, noting that the U.S. 
still holds colonial posses- 
sions acquired during McKin-

new report from Junior Achievement USA and 
At US, prepared by New York based market re- 
earch firm YPulse, shows that nearly one in- our 
Millennials (24 percent) believe their student loans will 
be forgiven at some point in their careers. 

The research also found that only one-in-five (21 per- 
cent) Millennials between the ages of 18 and 29 believe 
that student loans are still a good investment, down from 
nearly half in 2012.

Students can explore more than 100 careers, see what 
levels of education are required, learn about potential in- 
come, and then calculate the cost of education. At the end of 
the exercise, teens are given a Return on Investment (ROI) 
score between one and five. A score of one suggests it will be 
difficult to pay off the debt accrued based on future income. 

We encourage all students and parents to spend some 
time with this app and take a hard look at the numbers. 
The step to an advanced education does not have to be fi- 
nancially disempowering, but it will take some planning. 
The cost of education has continued to rise drastically 
for the past 50 years, outpacing economic inflation even.

Welcome Center changes 


Dear Members, 

We are writing to inform you of discus- 
sions about the California Welcome Center 
(CWC) in Arcata, which is housed and man- 
aged by the Arcata Chamber of Commerce. 

The Chamber Board has determined 
that we need to make changes in the way 
the CWC is run, making it more effective 
and self-sufficient. We are seeking part- 
ners to play a larger role in helping with the 
CWC, or, alternately, another organization 
to take over stewardship of it. 

The CWC has been a major project of 
the Arcata Chamber for the last 15 years. It 
hosts nearly 15,000 visitors annually, and 
they all get a warm greeting along with tips 
about things to do, places to eat, and lodg- 
ing. The link to the larger network of Cal- 
ifornia Welcome Centers throughout the 
state is positive. 

We believe the Center plays an import- 
ant role in serving visitors, which, in turn, 
benefits the businesses and economy of our 
region. That’s why we’ve worked hard to 
keep it active and functioning. 

However, the CWC has also become 
more than the Arcata Chamber can handle 
on our own. 

This is a reality that the Board has had 
to acknowledge after many months of dis- 
cussions. The primary reason is financial. 
Over the years, and especially during the 
recent recession, the Chamber’s funding 
from other organizations has slowly dwin- 
dled, while costs have continued to rise. 
That’s not to cast blame, but it is the re- 
ality, and we don’t expect that prior levels 
of funding will be restored. We're also not 
prepared to ask Chamber members to pay 
higher dues to subsidize the CWC. 

That leaves us looking for new partners 
in running the CWC or another organiza- 
tion to take it over. Our hope is that this 
will lead to positive discussions about its 
value to the tourism industry in Humboldt 
County. Our goal, ultimately, is a stronger 
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CWC and a Chamber of Commerce that is 
more financially secure. 

We hope to have a plan in place by Sep- 
tember of this year, with changes underway 
no later than December, and we will strive 
to keep you informed.

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Misogyny history ends here: turning the harassment tide

he Mad River Union’s 
(ke exposé of sexual 

harassment on the Arcata 
Plaza is a telling reminder of the 
misogyny that has afflicted wom- 
en for millennia: male contempt 
entrenched across highly diverse 
societies and cultures. 

Hatred of women is likely to 
endure as long as the human es- 
tate adheres to mother — domi- 
nated child rearing (see Dorothy 
Dinnerstein, The Mermaid and 
the Minotaur); as long as males 
grow up in locker rooms learn- 
ing to snicker at and eviscerate a

woman’s anatomy as “a piece of”; 
as long as patriarchy imbues boys 
with an attitude of sexual entitle- 
ment and sex-on-demand. 
Misogyny extends well beyond 
harassment, which is 
in fact a euphemism 
for persecution and de- 
humanization. The ul- 
timate expression of 
misogyny, female sex 
trafficking, “is the fastest 
growing criminal enter- 
prise in the world,” ac- 
cording to Equality Now, 
the women/girls human 
rights advocacy network. 
“Women and girls make up 98 
percent of victims of trafficking 
for sexual exploitation.” 
Misogyny’s history is bound- 
less. It was rampant for exam- 
ple in supposedly enlightened 
fifth-century Greece. Sociologist 
Philip Slater theorized in The Glo- 
ry of Hera that the narcissism 
rooted in mother-son relation- 
ships was writ large in Aegean 
society. Devalued women reared 
boys in a culture dominated by 
men and undercut by fatherless

families. 

In the comic satire Lysistrata, 
first performed in 411 B.C., Aris- 
tophanes created a formidable 
leader who persuaded her Greek 
sisters to go on a mass 
sex strike and compel the 
men to halt the Pelopon- 
nesian War. Greek wom- 
en might well have done 
the same to alter male at- 
titudes in general. 

Until Arcata women 
can organize in enough 


numbers to follow Lys- 
istrata’s | commendable 
example, the commu- 


nity-at-large should assemble a 
three- to five-year Arcata Pride 
campaign to push back the corro- 
sive impact of harassment on the 
Plaza. 

Arcata Main Street, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the munici- 
pal government and Humboldt 
State University should form a 
partnership for a tasteful, multi- 
pronged publicity campaign — 
print, broadcast, Facebook — in 
support of a female-, family- and 
shopper-friendly downtown. A 


fact-filled Pride initiative promot- 
ing cultural integrity should be 
integral to major annual events 
like the Oyster Festival. Appropri- 
ate themes and high points could 
be developed by Arcata’s business 
and civic sectors. 

Although harassment is, as Ar- 
cata police say, hard to combat le- 
gally, it can certainly be met head- 
on with moral suasion. The lack 
of legal remedies does not justify 
passivity in the face of wanton 
vulgarity and hateful speech. Of- 
ficers can ask a cat-caller in polite 
tones, “Excuse me, sir: do you 
believe you're being respectful of 
yourself when you talk like that? 
What do you think that woman is 
feeling? Please treat yourself and 
others with respect.” 

That is the kind of community 
engagement the county’s top law 


enforcement officials have en- 
dorsed. 
Kevin Hoover’s series ex- 


posed the fact that Arcata’s hip- 
pie-dreads-Birkenstocks —hang- 
over has metamorphosed into 
smarm and boorishness. A self-re- 
specting community does not 


pamper the male insolence that 
forces a woman into route-plan- 
ning to avoid “clumps of loitering 
men” behaving abominably. 

Gross incivility now mars a 
downtown once considered a hav- 
en of charm and enjoyment. More 
and more people shun Arcata for 
its raw, street-side indecency and 
drug-fueled permissiveness. An 
ongoing Arcata Pride campaign 
can, over the long-term, help re- 
lieve this blight, restore the com- 
munity’s reputation and stem its 
business losses. 

Scoffers will retort “Light- 
en up!” to a collective appeal for 
good manners, civility and re- 
spect, but the harassment tide 
can be turned. Worse will follow 
if Arcata lies down for it. When 
the deputies in No Country for 
Old Men chew over the conse- 
quences of a decaying culture, one 
observes sagely, “When you quit 
hearin’ sir and ma’am, the rest is 
soon to foller.”

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Green bike lanes, pedestrian islands sought for Central

McKINLEYVILLE — If 
the McKinleyville Munic- 
ipal Advisory Committee 
(McKMAC) gets its way, 
Central Avenue will have 
bright green bicycle lanes 
and three mid-block pe- 
destrian islands to allow 
people to more easily cross 
the busiest roadway in the 
county’s system. 

The McKMAC reviewed 
three different options for 
Central Avenue at its May 
27 meeting, then made rec- 
ommendations on its pre- 
ferred alternatives. 

The project would ex- 
tend along the town’s 
main thoroughfare from 
Anna Sparks Way to Hill- 
er Road. Public Works has 
an $800,000 grant to pay 
for the improvements, al- 
though additional funds 
may be needed. 

Public Works Director 
Tom Mattson told the com- 
mittee that Central Avenue 
averages 18,000 vehicles a 
day, making it the busiest 
road in the county system. 

The three options have 
variations, and numer- 
ous similarities (See chart 
at right). All the options 
include three mid-block 
crossing islands to give 
pedestrians a safe place 
to stand as they reach the 
middle of the five lanes of 
traffic. 

Option 1 calls for green 
colored bicycle lanes 
stretching from School 
Road to Hiller Road on 
both sides of Central Av- 
enue.

Road, Sutter Road, Heart- 
wood Drive and Hiller 
Road. These strips would 
be raised medians about 2 
1/2 to 3 feet wide. The sides 
would be gently sloped so 
that if cars did cross them 
they wouldn’t be damaged. 

Option 2 has what are 
called buffered bike lanes 
and narrower traffic lanes. 
The buffered lanes have 
an area between the bike 
lanes and traffic lanes that 
is painted with hash-tags. 
The idea is to provide 
greater distance between 
cars and bicycles. 

Option 3 includes the 
buffered bike lanes and pe- 
destrian refuge strips. 

The McKMAC reviewed 
all three options, then rec- 
ommended that Humboldt 
County Public Works pur- 
sue an option with green 
bicycle lanes, mid-block 
crossings pending approval 
of the Arcata Fire Protec- 
tion District, and the raised 
pedestrian refuges near the 
left-hand turn pockets. 

McKMAC members 
raised concerns about 
whether the mid-block is- 
lands would impede fire 
trucks and ambulances, 
which use the center turn 
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lane when racing to the in- 
cidents. 

“People do not get over 
on Central Avenue for 
emergency vehicles,” said 
McKMAC member Greg 
Orsini. The fire depart- 
ment, he said, needs to use 
the center turn lanes. 

However, the project 
also includes installation 
of Opticom devices on the 
streetlights, which allows 
firefighters and ambulance 
personnel to control the 
streetlights, thereby clear- 
ing traffic in certain areas. 

Mattson told the com- 
mittee that before includ- 
ing the pedestrian islands 
in the revised plans, he 
would get approval from 
Arcata Fire. 

Mattson said the McK- 
MAC’s input will be used to 
create a final design, which 
will be brought back to the 
committee next month. 
The goal, Mattson said, is 
to wrap up the planning 
phase of this project by 
July 31. 

If all goes as planned, 
and there are no delays, 
construction would begin 
sometime after April of 
next year.

I am a cashier at the Arcata Co-op 
and J live in Arcata with my extremely 
patient husband and our three dogs — 
Hank, Lily and Rudy. 

Hank inspired me to get involved 
at the shelter and in rescue. He was a 
shelter reject — a young male Border 
Collie/Lab mix that was adopted and 
returned three times in short succes- 
sion and finally considered unadopt- 


able and put on a list to be put down. 
His offense? Too energetic and not 
trained, a frequent condition of the 
10-month to two-year-old dogs that 
make up a large portion of the shel- 
ter’s population. Fortunately a rescue 
group stepped in and pulled him out 
to a foster home, where we eventually 
met him and took him home. He was 
not perfect then, and he’s not perfect 
now (whatever that means), but we 
love him and can’t imagine life with- 
out him. He has come with me to the 
shelter to help evaluate and socialize 
dogs that need help. He comes on our

the shelter from the street, via ani- 


mal control or good Samaritans who 
find them running loose. We volun- 
teers walk and train the dogs to help 
them with manners, sociability and to 
keep them exercised so that they will 
be ready when their adopters come to 
meet them. Redwood Pals works with 
the dogs who do not pass the temper- 
ament tests to become Adoptable. We 
try to help them with their behavior so 
that they might pass into the Adopt- 
able section, and if that isn’t success- 
ful, we work on finding them a foster 
or adoptive home where they can con- 
tinue their training. Most of the dogs 
that we work with just can’t get used 
to being in a small kennel 24 hours a 
day and do wonderfully once outside, 
just like my sweet Hank dog. 

The shelter has quite a selection of 
dogs right now.

“Everybody else was my age or young- 
er,” he added. “The nose gunner was still 
in his teens.” 

Strang was born in 1923. His father was 
in the oil business so he spent his first 10 
years in Wyoming, a year in Peru and “the 
rest of my growing up years in Long Beach.” 
He'd always “loved little planes, in fact I’ve 
never gotten it out of my system,” he said. 

He joined the Army Air Corps in 1942 
and wanted to be a pilot. “I made it through 
primary and half way through basic but 
they washed me back (from pilot training) 
and I became a bombardier.” 

“T was good at what I did, good enough 
for anybody,” Strang said at an interview in 
his McKinleyville home. 

“Good enough for 30 missions in a Lib- 
erator,” his wife, Mickey added. 

Strang has been for many years one of 
the group of World War II veterans who 
have acted as local hosts when the Collings 
Foundation brings its historic war planes 
to the airport in McKinleyville on their 
Wings of Freedom tour. (See story, page 
B1.) Visitors can, for a small donation, 
clamber inside the old planes and climb 
from nose to tail, marveling at bullet holes 
in the fuselages. These planes are the real 
thing, not replicas. For a significantly larg- 
er donation, enthusiasts can take a flight in 
one of the planes. 

But for many visitors, the most mean- 
ingful part of the experience has been the 
chance to talk with a veteran who flew in a 
P-51 Mustang or a B-24 Liberator, who re- 
members what it was like to have to “walk 
the narrow catwalk after ‘Bombs away!’ 
when something was stuck on the bomb 
racks.” That’s a chance to hear history from 
someone who lived through it. 

Strang may not be one of the hosts this 
year because of some health problems, so 
read his story here. He made history in sev- 
eral ways. 

First, he beat the averages by surviving 
30 missions. Many young men did not. For 
some, 25 was the magic number. Others 
who gave their lives didn’t even make that 
many missions. 

Strang’s bombing group flew missions 
primarily against fuel depots and manufac- 
turing targets. “One of the targets in Vienna 
was an assembly plant for Messerschmidt,” 


he said. 

Strang explained that he has since read 
books by former Luftwaffe pilots in which 
it was stated that the raids on fuel depots 
by American bombers severely limited the 
Germans ability to get planes in the air and 
even to train new pilots because of the re- 
sulting fuel shortages. 

Secondly, he made another kind of his- 
tory, by paving the way to an integrated 
army. During World War II, segregation 
was still a reality in the armed forces, even 
though black and white soldiers were fight- 
ing the same war. (Segregation did not end 
in the military until 1948.) 

Strang was flying a mission with his 
bombing group when they received word 
that they could not land 
back at their base in 
Southern Italy because 
of snow covering the 
runways. They were di- 
rected to land at a base 
occupied by the famed 
Tuskegee Airmen, an 
all African-American 
group who flew fighters 
and bombers. 

“It was just before 
New Year’s in 1944. 
We didn’t know it at 
the time but we were a 
part of written history,” Strang said. “The 
mission that day was a target in Northern 
Italy, a supply depot, I believe. The weather 
was very bad and our own base was snow- 
bound. After we delivered our bombs, we 
learned that we could not land due to snow. 
Our outfit put up 17 aircraft on that mis- 
sion, So a 10 man crew on each, would be 
at least 170 people,” he remembered. “We 
landed at the Red Tails base.” 

Red Tails was the nickname for the 
332nd Fighter Group because the Tuske- 
gee Airmen painted the tails of their fighter 
planes red. 

“They had to feed us and put us up for 
the night, and they treated us like royalty,” 
he said. “We had to stay several days. We 
moved into their quarters and shared their 
tents. We had a lot of deep South boys who 
had to bite the bullet. It was a learning ex- 
perience for all of us.” 

Mickey Strang added, “It was one of the 
big factors to convince Washington that the 
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MEMENTOS John Strang’s 


integration of black and white in the mili- 
tary was feasible.” 

History often is about the personal de- 
tails. Strang remembered the meals they 
had at the Tuskegee air base. “While we 
were there we had chicken. One of the guys 
asked where they got it and they told us 
they stole it from the navy,” he said with a 
grin. 

The experience has been retold on 
the NBC Nightly News, according to the 
Strangs, and made into a film New Year’s 
At Ramitelli: A Safe Haven for Change. 
John Strang was interviewed “for hours on 
the phone with their historian.” 

Strang was a good source for the film’s 
researcher because he remembers so many 
details. “It was a long time ago, 
it seems like,” he said, “and 
sometimes it seems like only 
yesterday.” 

Aviation has been a life-long 
interest for him. “The big thing 
in my life was my interest in 
aviation and my ambitions in 
that direction. It sculpted my 
whole life.” After the war, he 
got a degree in mathematics 
and taught at the University 
of Arizona. He worked at Chi- 
na Lake in aviation ordinance, 
which drew on his experience 
as a bombardier. 

“The bombardier is in charge of ammu- 
nition on board,” he explained,” the bombs, 
the machine guns, being supervisor, tech- 
nically, of all five of the gunners.” 

Sometimes he was so concentrated on 
getting bombs to the target that he didn’t 
even notice the flack. “On the bomb run, 
the bombardier is incredibly busy,” he said. 
“You can hear the flack but it doesn’t both- 
er you when you are heading for the bomb 
site. Once I heard this loud ping. It wasn’t 
until we got to the ground that I found 
it. There was a hole I could put my arm 
through on the propeller.” 

The flight engineer would count the 
holes from flack damage after the run, he 
explained. “One time we made it home all 
right but pretty badly flacked. He stopped 
counting at 100. It makes a good story but 
you have to remember that there were exit 
holes too.” 

The metal of the fuselage was only about 
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1/16 of an inch thick and at 24,000 feet it 
was cold. “We wore long winter underwear 
beneath our uniforms. Your oxygen mask 
would freeze on your face. You’d have to 
take it off and beat it on a hard surface to 
clear it,” he said. 

Strang stopped for a moment and looked 
thoughtful. “It’s a young person’s game. I 
tried to imagine — could I do that again?” 

He’s relived the experience, answering 
questions at the Collings Foundation fly- 
ins “almost every year since 1992.” He even 
got a turn flying in the plane once. Still, it 
can be difficult. “I got a nostalgic trip out of 
answering questions,” he said. “It can be a 
bit hard on you emotionally. During con- 
versations, I’d frequently talk with a lady 
whose husband had been in the air corps. 
I’d ask, ‘what outfit?’ and as the conversa- 
tion went on, ‘is he still living?’ The answer 
was usually no.” 

Strang’s war service ended on a positive 
note. He and his crew were sleeping before 
what would have been his 31st mission. 
“We went to bed the night before, expect- 
ing someone to stick a flashlight in our fac- 
es at about o’dark-thirty. Instead a drunk 
came stumbling through the tent flap and 
woke us all up. Our skipper got pretty pro- 
fane but the drunk said, ‘settle down, you 
guys aren’t going anywhere. Come and join 
the party. The Germans just surrendered!” 

Strang did get up to celebrate. “Some of 
them were hardened drinkers but I was a 
tender 21 year old.” 

He made sure to be clear about his ser- 
vice, speaking with quiet pride. “I’d like to 
add that we were extremely lucky. Person- 
ally, I never had to care for the wounded, 
dead, or dying on board although we were 
trained to do so. In 1943 we, the Allies, had 
achieved air superiority in Europe.” 

Strang married his wife Mickey on “the 
first day of the Atomic Age, July 16, 1945.” 
The couple have four children, seven 
grandchildren, and two great-grandchil- 
dren. John Strang is the main caregiver 
for his wife who has had cancer, a stroke 
and a broken hip. “It’s made a feminist out 
of me,” he said with a smile. “You get one 
meal cooked and cleaned up and it’s time 
for the next.” 

The two tend to finish each other’s sen- 
tences and their stories blend into one of 
love of country and love for each other. 

They first met in junior high school. He 
went to visit her in college. “I wanted to 
show off my shiny bars and uniform,” he 
said. “Turns out it was no mistake.”

ile it may have taken a bit longer for the Hum-

Petrolia: ‘A Century of Disappointment’ 


Humpo.pt County 
Historica SOCIETY 

HUMBOLDT — Geologist and 
HSU professor emeritus Ken Aalto 
presents “Petrolia 1865, California’s 
First Oil Field: A Century of Disap- 
pointment” at the Humboldt County 
Historical Society program meeting 
on Saturday, June 6 at 1 p.m., in the 
first-floor conference room of the 
Humboldt County Library, 1313 Third 
St., Eureka. Admission is free and ev- 
eryone is invited. 

Aalto, who has spent 40 years 
working on the local geology, will 
present a PowerPoint history of 
Petrolia, with maps and pictures. 

The story begins in the early 1860s, 
when a rush of investment in Califor- 
nia oil prospects by oil industry cap- 
italists spurred the formation of no 
less than 54 oil companies in just over 
a year. 

Petrolia, as it was optimistically 
named, attracted considerable atten- 
tion. And why wouldn’t it, with oil vis- 
ibly seeping from the ground?

Though the initial wells yielded lit- 
tle and were not an economic success, 
hopes were not derailed. The visible 
oil seeps were too enticing. In 1900, 
six companies began drilling opera- 
tions in southwestern Humboldt, and 


capitalists from all over the country 
flocked to what the Humboldt Stan- 
dard called “the richest oilfields in the 
world.” 

Alas, the widespread seeps contin- 
ued to be a case of “easy come, easy 
go” all the way up through the mid- 
20th century. What the countless 
optimistic oil prospectors could not 
have known was that a complex, ac- 
tive plate tectonics was at work in the 
Petrolia area. 

Its structure was allowing the hy- 
drocarbons to rise to the surface along 
a series of uptilted fault lines, instead 
of accumulating in underground res- 
ervoir rock formations. 

Join geologist and historian Aalto 
at the Eureka Library on June 6, for 
this tale of how Petrolia’s shear zone 
geology, at the noted Mendocino tri- 
ple junction, kindled and dashed the 
hopes of oil explorers for a century.
